Commission, who 
referred to Paco 14, par. 6 S of SA A. G. Vial's report dated 12/3/63* 
wherein reference was nado to literature found in possession of Oswald 
Tillich, "boro tho stamped address "IPCC 544 Camp St. , Hew Orleans , La." 

SA ilcore advised that this particular literature had not "been roecivcd, 
and that tho Herron Commission was desirous of obtaining same, if avail- 
able® 

I informed SA lloore that I oocmod to recall that ono of tho Fair Play 
For Cuba Committee circulars distributed by Oswald boro the address 
of 544 Camp Street 3 but that wo had no circulars bearing this address 
in our file.
